is gratifying to know th at bv the 
benefactions 
and energy of citizens of 
California, San Francisco stands a fair 
chance of securing the museum which site 
has long desired and should possess. 
It is 
stated th at the m atter has even gone so far 
that a site has been tendered the city, and 
private collections are already proffered as 
initial exhibits. 
We congratulate San 
Francisco on this prospect, but trust that 
the proposition to se] arate the collection 
of the Academy of Sciences from th at val­ 
uable society will not he pressed. 
There 
is room for lx>th th e museums and the 
Academy collection, and there will he no 
rivalry between them, nor lack of support 
for either, as we look at it. 
The Academy 
w ithout its collections in its own building 
would be placed at a great disadvantage 
and its usefulness seriously im paired. The 
effort 
to 
found a museum in Sacra­ 
mento will not have so earlv a success 
as th at ot 
Krancisco, 
neVe rt líeles 
the scientific association recently formed 
here for the cultivation of the tastes of the 
people for study and research, and the 
gradual collection of cabinets, has started 
out upon th e right path, and has every­ 
thing to encourage it. 
Museums may he 
endowed and speedily built up, or they 
may grow, and, by gradual accumulation 
and persistent effort, be made im portant 
factor- in popular education. 
In either 
case there is required great labor, careful 
judgm ent and much self-sacrifice. 
The 
Kacramc-nto association will certainly ben­ 
efit this people and adorn the capital city, 
if its courage does not Hag. 
W hen it 
shall have outgrown its infancy it will 
realize th at the field of its usefulness i- 
limitless, and that the establishment of 
great museums in San Francisco will only 
augm ent the desire for and enlarge the 
value of a repository here also, even 
though less pretentious than th at of the 
metropolis.

27th.—Morrill, 
from the Comm ittee on Finance, reported 
favorably, w ith an am endm ent, the House 
bill for the retirem ent and recoinage of the 
trade dollar. 
T he vote in the com m ittee was G in favor 
to 4 against. The division in the com m it­ 
tee upon reporting the bill was as follows : 
Ayes—Morrill, Aldrich, Albion, M iller of 
New York. Bayard and M cPherson. Noes— 
Jones, Sherm an. Beck and H arris. 
As am ended the bill reads as follows : 
Be it enacted, etc., that until July 1, 
I ns.). U nited States trade dollars, if not de­ 
faced, m utilated or stamped, shall be re­ 
ceived at th e office of the Treasurer or any 
Assistant Treasurer of the United States for 
a like am ount, dollar for dollar, of the 
standard silver dollars of the United States. 
Section 2. That the trade dollars received 
by the Treasurer or any Assistant Treas­ 
urer nf the United States shall not be paid 
out. or in any other m anner issued, but, at 
the expense of the United States, shall be 
transm itted to the coinage m ints and re­ 
coined into standard silver dollars. 
Section .'5. T hat trade dollars received at 
the coinage m ints shall be regarded and 
treated as silver bullion, and at their bull­ 
ion value shall be deducted front the 
am ount of bullion required to be purchased 
and coined by the Act of February 28, 
1 >78. and shall be recoined into standard 
silver dollars according to the provisions of 
said A c t: provided the am ount to be so de­ 
ducted. as provided in this section, shall 
not exceed $500,000 in any one m onth. 
Section 4. T hat all luw sand parts of laws 
authorizing the coinage and issuance of 
United States trade dollars are hereby re­ 
pealed. 
Section 5. That the President is hereby 
authorized to renew negotiations w ith the 
States of the “ Latin Union.” and with 
other foreign Powers, for the purpose of 
m aking treaties w ith them in order to 
secure such co-operation us m ay enable the 
nations agreeing thereto to open their re ­ 
spective m ints to the free coinage of s;lver. 
with full legal tender power, at an agreed 
ratio to gold. 
Section (>. That in case no such treaties as 
aforesaid shall be made and ratified prior 
to August 1. ISStJ, then and thereafter so 
much of the Act of February 2-, 187% as 
authorizes and directs the Secretary of the 
Treasury to purchase from tim e to tim e 
silver bullion at the m arket price thereof 
at not less than $2.000,000 worth per m onth, 
nor more than $4.0o0.00o per m onth, and 
cause the sam e to lie coined in standard 
dollars m onthly a- fast as so purchased, 
shall be suspended.

T h e O ra ng e M a r k e t.—“ Oranges, sweet 
oranges, ten cents a dozen," can be heard 
from the retail huckster daily in every 
street in this city, 
ilu t a few years ago 
this delicious citrus fruit was to be found 
only at fruit stands, and was considered 
cheap at ten cents each, or three fur a quar­ 
ter of a dollar. 
During the past few years, 
however, orange groves have sprung up all 
over the State, from San Diego to Shasta, 
until the fruit has alm ost become a drug 
on the m arket. The wholesale dealers of 
this city w ithin the past few weeks have 
been receiving large shipm ents from Los 
Angeles 
and 
Riverside: 
in fact the 
invoices 
are so large and 
num erous 
that 
there is a prospect of the m ar­ 
ket 
becoming glutted. 
In conversation 
with a reporter yesterday one of the largest 
commission m erchants in this city, and 
one who has been in the business for m any 
years, said he had no fears of over-produc­ 
tion. 
A few years ago the oranges sold in 
this m arket, and in fact throughout central 
and northern California, were an insipid, 
inferior and high-priced fruit. The conse­ 
quence was that few people cared for them, 
families did not purchase them for table 
use. and where cases are now sold in this 
section single oranges were not sold then. 
T his may look like an exaggeration, he re­ 
m arked. but three wholesale houses in this 
city have w ithin the past five days sold 
1.000 cases. The price per case ranges from 
$1 25 to St. The naval is a large, seedless, 
sweet orange, and just now demands the 
highest 
price. 
Some three years ago 
oranges sold at 75 cents per box in this 
m arket, and from information from the 
southern counties the dealers here are of 
the belief that the crop will bo s > abundant 
that good oranges will he sold this season 
as low a- $1 a case. The crop of Yuba, 
Placer, butte and Sacramento counties this 
year was largely in excess of any former 
year, and had quite an influence on j>re- 
vailing local prices.

The fact that seven, p o s s i b l y eight. County 
Treasurers of this State will refuse to pay 
into the State treasury within the next 
three days the am ount of State tax collected 
in their respective counties ts at this tim e a 
subject of m uch comment, and of very se­ 
rious im port to several of our public funds. 
The cause of all the trouble was the defal­ 
cation of the late Deputy State Treasurer. 
A rthur I). January, 
it appears that at dil- 
ferent times during the year the State ap­ 
portionm ent of school and other funds be­ 
longing to different counties ot the State 
would be deposited with the State Treas­ 
urer, and a certificate oí deposit taken for 
the same. This was done for many rea­ 
sons. For instance, at the sam e tim e the 
county treasury- m ight hold an am ount a 
dozen times as great, which would have to 
be paid into the State Treasury in a few 
days. This special deposit would save ex- 
pressage both ways, be a saving to the 
county and a great convenience to the 
County Treasurer. It has been done ever 
since the organization of the State, and. in 
( case 
of county seats 
rem ote 
several 
hundred miles, 
found 
to work well. 
The 
County 
Treasurer 
would 
place 
his special deposit 
certificate 
in 
his 
cash, and the County Exam iners would 
always count it asa n equivalent to so m uch 
in gold coin. There came a day in No­ 
vember last, however, as stated above, 
when it was ascertained that the certificates 
of special deposit were not worth their face: 
that the special deposits, am ounting to 
$53,752 75. had been drawn iipon by a dis­ 
honest official, and the entire sum, witli 
the exception of $14,250, used by him . The 
bondsm en of the State Treasurer said they 
were responsible for that oilicer only so far 
as the funds of t lie State were concerned. 
Those sum s did not belong to the State, 
ami so they could not be held for their ab­ 
straction. ’ The m atter was im m ediately 
taken into the Superior Court of this coun­ 
tv. and the $14,250 rem aining of the special 
deposits was turned over to Senator Cox, 
who was appointed Receiver. That is as 
far as the Court lias gone with the matter.

Thi3 am ounted to but 
little to the Treasurer of A lpine, being less 
than $5o. blit to o k away more than one 
year's salary from the Treasurer o f Monte­ 
rey. 
H um boldt county does not have to 
settle, according to law. until A pril next. 
The other seven counties, representing over 
two hundred thousand dollars belonging 
to the State, refuse to settle unless the cer­ 
tificates of special deposit, issued by the 
late State Treasurer, be taken as part pay­ 
m ent. This the State Treasurer refuses to 
do, saying that they are worthless, from 
the fact that even the $14,250 th at was nut 
stolen by the dishonest deputy is even 
now beyond his control, and in the hands 
of a receiver appointed by the Courts. This 
money will no doubt he litigated for more 
than a year before a final determ ination 
can be had in Court, 
it will affect various 
funds seriously, notably tho school fund, 
it is estim ated that the loss for the year to 
the school fund o f this city w ill be in the 
neighborhood of $1,P00.

SHALL BE PREPARED TO FILL ORDERS 
for the com ing planting and graf ing season 
for any varieties o f vineyard stocks that may be 
obtained iu this State, in accordance with the 
demand of the public. I shall, however, take 
this opportunity to caution all those w ho are 
m aking new plantations against careless selec­ 
tion o f varieties. The adaptation of different 
stocks to certain soils and clim atic condition is 
not the only important point to consider. In 
planting vineyards we should determine. 
First—The various types o f products which 
may be aimed at. with reasonable hopes of at­ 
taining excellence m each in the particular lo­ 
cality under consideration. 
Second—The one or mure o f such types de­ 
sired by the producer. 
Third—The variety or varieties of vines neces­ 
sary to produce each o f such types. 
fourth—H ie association of different varieties 
suitable to blend together either duiing or after 
fermentation, if intended for wine. 
Fifth—The time of ripening when several are 
intended lor blending in fermentation. 
Sixth—The varieties best suited to improve the 
products of vines already planted. 
Seventh—The varieties most needed in each 
district to improve tlie products of other vine­ 
yards already planted alter they are purchased 
by the wine makers, jt dealers, in order to sup­ 
ply local deficiencies. 
Eighth—The apparent deficiencies as to type 
or quality of the producís of the Mate offered in 
the general market, and the tendencies toward» 
di.®pr««pi-rtioiiate production o f certain stocks 
v. i li réferem o to probable market demands. 
Those who have vineyards already planted 
should study the product.® of the Mate, both in 
experimental lots and common st •< ks. and deter­ 
m ine, as soon a- possible, to what extent the 
value of their vintages may be improved)»}* 
grafting in certain proportions of varieties not 
noYv cultivated by them.
